As you are no doubt aware con- 
ditions throughout the Province 
at the present time are somewhat 
serious, not only in the matter of 
crop shortage, but with respec! 
to feed for live stock. 

As -pasturage will be a very 
portant feature in connection with 
the conservation of hay, and, 
from present indications there will 
be a great fire hazard until snow 
falls, it is important that not only 
fire guardians, but all persons, 
should take every possible pre- 
caution to prevent prairie and 
forest fires from being kindled, or 
if kindled, every effort should be 
made to immediately extinguish 
them. Your powers in this re- 
spect are clearly specified in See- 


tion 11 of the Prairie Fires Or-| ule no the reason why, 


dinance. All persons other than 
those exempted under this section, 
are compelled, if ordered to do so, 
to proceed at once to the locality 


of any fire, within ten miles, if it}i hav ret,.ole injun john tole me 
be a prairie fire, or fifteen miles,| thu storie and i rit it in poitry, 
if it be a bush fire. Your co-op-|howja lke it. 


eration will be of not only. great 
benefit to the Province, but to 
your particular district as wel. 4 
In previous years the damage 
caused by fires was usually to per- 
sonal property.

Semi-Monthly Crop Report, of 

Department of Agriculture 

Edmonton, July 31, 1919 

A survey of the crop situation 
in the province on July 31st con- 
cerns the three divisions of the 
province separately as was follow- 
ed in previous reports., 

Northern Alberta in which the 
Peace Rives Settlements constit- 
ute almost the total crop area, 
continues to make satisfactory pro- 
gress in crop growth, from a fav- 
ourable condition of warmth and 
abundant moisture. Hay cutting, 
has commenced on the available 
hay lands tributary to and inelu- 
ded in the settlements with the 
promise of good yields. The root 
crops promise well also. Live 
stock continues to improve in con- 
dition over the whole of the Pea- 
ce River country. = 

At the opposite end of the proy 
ince it was indicated in the last re- 
port that the grain crop was a fail- 
ure over a considerable portion of 
the south the drougth has aff- 
ected the country from Red Deer 
south but most noticeably from 
Carstairs south. Within the south 
there are small areas that have 
good crops and others that have 
fair erops. There are good crops 
in the Beisker district. There are 
alsv good crops on the Goose Lake 
line at Rockyford and points east 
including Manson, Drumheller and 
Delia. At points along the C.P. 
kK. between Strathmore and Bass 
ano there has been from the early 
part of the season the promise of 
fair crops.
